BY EISENHOWER 
PLEDGES EFFORT 
TOWARD PEACE 


Three Soviet Leaders in 
New Year Cable Say 


Two Nations Can 
Lead Way to Better 
Understanding.

GETTYSBURG, Pa., Jan. 2— 
President Eisenhower assured 
the leaders of the Soviet Union 
yesterday that the United 
States would do all in its 
power this year to bring the 
peoples of the two countries 
closer together in understand- 
ing and good will. 


He conveyed his good wishes 
for the new year from ,his 
farm in an undsual exchange 
of greetings between the heads 
of the two governments. 

A cabled message from the 
highest Russian officials 
reached the President as he 
prepared fof a quiet New 
Year’s Eve party with friends 
and neighbors. 


Signed by Three Leaders. 


The message, one of a series 
that went out from Moscow to 
heads of state around the 
world, was signed by Kliment 
Y. Voroshilov, chairman of the 
presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet of the U.S.S.R.; Nikita 
S. Khrushchev, First Secretary 
of the Soviet Communist party: 
and Nikolai A. Bulganin, Soviet 
Prime Minister. 

The Russian leaders, in their 
cable direct to the President 
at the White House, extended 
“best wishes” from the Rus- 
sian peoples and “from us per- 
sonally.” 

It stated the leaders’ convic- 
tion that by -uniting their 
strength, the United States and 
Soviet Union could bring 
about the “great, ardent dream 
of humanity” of “peace on 
earth,” and “freedom from 
fear.” 

The President replied: “You 
may be assured that the Gov- 


ernment of the United States }- 


will extend every effort to that 
end.” 

Commercia] Cable Used. 

While expressions of hope 
for peace and understanding at 
New Year's day are not un- 
usual either in Russia or the 
United States, the cireum- 
stances of this exchange were 
somewhat out of the ordinary. 

James C. Hagerty, press sec- 
retary, said the Russian greet- 
ings arrived by commercial 
ecable.at the White House 
Tuesday. It was in the Russian 
language, and State Depart- 
ment translators were called to 
put the message into English. 
The communication was then 
relayed to the special White 
House communications room in 
Gettysburg. 

President Eisenhower's 
quickly penned reply was for- 
warded to Moscow through the 
Western Union telegraph office 
in Gettysburg. 

Communications between 
heads of state are customarily 
handled through diplomatic 
channels. Even some “personal 
correspondence” in 1955 be» 
tween President Eisenhower 
and Marshal Georgi K. Zhu- 
kov, then Soviet Minister of 
Defense, was dispatched 
through the embassies of the 
two countries. 

U.S. Gives Out Texts. 

Texts of the cables were 
made public by the White 
House in Gettysburg. 

The President’s message ad- 
dressed to Voroshilov said: 
“In behalf of the American 
people, I reciprocate the greet- 
ings of yourself, Prime Minis- 
ter Bulganin and Mr. Khrush- 
chev. I hope that the peoples 
of the Soviet Union through- 
out the coming year may enjoy 
peace and those fundamentals 
of a more abundant life which 
are the aspirations of all man-

158 AUTO DEATHS;

CHICAGO, Jan. 2 (AP) — 
Traffic deaths in the United 
States set a postwar record for 


a one-day New Year holiday 
and exceeded the total of 130 
predicted by safety experts. 
The previous record since 
World War II was 110 in 1947- 
8 


Final figures were not com- 
piled, but the count for the 30- 
hour period from 6 p.m. (local 
time) Tuesday to midnight 
Wednesday alfeady showed 158 
persons had been killed in mo- 
tor vehicle accidents. The 
Christmas traffic death total 
was 225 as compared to the 180 
predicted by the council. 

In other violent deaths in the 
New Year holiday, 20 persons 
lost their lives in fires and 21 
were killed in miscellaneous 
accidents. The over-all total 
of 199 compared to 278 for the 
Christmas period, which in- 


Lcluded 27 deaths in fires and 


26 killed in miscellaneous acci- 
dents.

RUSSIA BOOSTS 
VODKA PRICE TO 
CUT DRINKING 


MOSCOW, Jan. 2 (AP)—The 
government boosted the price 
of vodka today “to help in the 
struggle against the extrava- 
gant use of alcoholic liquor.” 

The retail prices of wines, 
automobiles, motorcycles ~ and 
machine -. made carpets also 
were boosted. Reductions were 
announced for some types of 
television sets and some Rus- 
sian cameras. « 

The Ministry of Retail Trade 
said the prices of bread and 
bread products would be round- 
éa@ off for easier accounting, 
with most of the benefit going 
to the consumer. 

The ministry did not specify 
the new prices, but at a liquor 
store half a liter of best-grade 
vodka, formerly priced at 25 
rubles and 90 kopeks, was 
quoted today at 30 rubles and 
80 kopeks. At the official rate 
of exchange—four rubles to 
the dollar—that would be an 
increase: from about $6.50 a 
pint to about $7.75 a pint. 

Automobile sales places re- 
ported the price of the new 
Volga, comparable to the small- 
est American cars, was in- 
creased from 32,000 to 40,000 
rubles. 


CELEBES PIRATES LOOT SHIP 


JAKARTA, Jan. 2 (AP)— 
The Panamanian ship Sturborg 
today was reported pirated near 
Ampana, in the eentral Celebes 
of Indonesia. 

Antara, the Indonesian news 
agency, said the 2358--ton ship 
was bound for Celebes ports 
with a cargo of food. The re- 
ports said the pirates escaped 
‘with considerable cash and rice. 


Falling Object Lights Sky Here, 


Experts Doubt 


It Is Sputnik 


An objeet of extraordinary 
size and brilliance illuminated 
the sky over St. Louis and 
parts of northeastern Missouri 
and central and southern IIli- 
nois éarly today. Experts here 
doubted that it could have been 
the crash of Russia’s Sputnik I 
satellite. 

Bigger and brighter than the 
usual “fireball” meteor, the 
object made its appearance 
about 12:12 am. From St. 
Louis it seemed to be plunging 
steeply downward to the north- 

It was so brilliant that 

observers at widely separated 
points thought it was falling 
nearby. 
“I thought it was an atom 
bomb,” reported Mrs. Anna 
Gabriel of 4625A Quincy street. 
She said she had just gone to 
bed when she noted t her 
kitchen, the room adjacent, 
started lighting, up “with the 
most beautiful silvery blue I 
ever saw.” 

Then Mrs. Gabriel’s bedroom 
was illuminated, she said, and 
on looking out the window she 
saw a fireball that seemed. 


said it was quite round, and 
so close that “I thought it was 
coming through my window.” 
At about the same time, be- 
tween 12:10 and 12:15 a.m., 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Spahn of 
202 Waller avenue, Lemay, and 
their two children were driv- 
ing through Oakville on their 
way home. They became aware 
of an eerie, greenish glow 
overhead and then they saw

Both Edwin E. Friton, re-

G. Phillips Hospital. . 

The fire broke out in a front 
room where Mrs. Stacker had 
been sitting. Mrs. Mattie An- 
thony, who lived in the flat and 
cared for the Stackers, said 
she found her room in flames. 
She said she ran to the kitchen 
for a bucket of water, but was 
driven back by heat and 
smoke. 

Battalion Chief Julius J. 
Vogel said the blaze started 
between the ceiling and the 
roof, apparently from a defec- 
tive flue.

The three rescued in the 
fraternity house fire descended 
an aerial ladder that Clayton 
firemen raised to the roof of 
the three-story brick building 
on Fraternity Row. 

James C. B. Davis, 533 Shef- 
field avenue; Webster Groves, 
suffered burns of the face, ears 
and hands in efforts to fight 
the flames. The .others were 
Denis M. Bailey, 3209 Potomac 
street, the member of the fra- 
ternity, and Lee D. Snider, 
Nyssa, Ore., a graduate student 
at the university.

The third-floor room of one of 
the 23 students living in the 
fraternity house had been filled 
to the ceiling with waste paper. 
Ned L. Snider, a member of 
the fraternity and brother of 
Lee Snider, had taken some of 
the paper to the main floor en- 
trance: He was carrying it to 
a fire he had built in the front 


yard, 

The pile of paper in the en- 
trance somehow became ignited 
and flared up rapidly. Davis 
and Lee Snider, who were look- 
ing at television on the first 
floor, tried to push the flam- 
ing paper out the door but the 
flames were too hot. They fled 
upstairs where Bailey was 
sleeping. From the third floor

REPORTS VARY

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (AP) 
— Independent reports from 
Venezuela today indicated the 
government still is not in com- 
plete control of a rebellious 
uprising begun New Year's 
day. 

These reports in diplomatic 
circles said a rebel radio sta- 
tion appeared to be still in 
operation at Los Teques on the 
outskirts of Caracas, the capi- 
tal, in the direction of Mara- 
cay, site of a rebellious air 
base, 


(The Venezuelan government 
said this afternoon that it had 
captured the rebel station at 
Los Teques and had used it to 
announce the surrender of the 
garrison.) 


Although the rebel station 
claimed control of Miranda 
state, just west of the federal 
district, observers here said 
the same station yesterday had 
made an erroneous claim that 
rebels were in control of 
Caracas. 

Although neutral reports 
here said the government ap- 
peared not yet in full control, 
there were signs it had been 
successful in stopping major 
disorders.

REVOLT CRUSHED, 


CARACAS, Jan. 2 (AP) — 
Government forces mopped up 
additional pockets of rebel op- 
position on the outskirts of 
Caracas today and President 
Marcos Perez Jimenez declared 
the insurrection was crushed. 

overnment troops took a 
rebel radio station at Los 
Teques, about 23 miles from 
the capital, and used it to an- 
nounce that the rebel garrison 
there had surrendered. 

Perez Jimenez said in a 
three-minute radio and televi- 
sion announcement this after- 
neon that the rebellion was 
over and that the death toll and 
property damage had been kept 
to a minimum. 

The army chief of staff, Gen. 
Romulo Fernandez, in a broad- 
cast said the rebellious garri- 
son at Maracay, center of the 
revolt, had been taken by 
government forces at 3:30 a.m. 

(A broadcast heard in Bo- 
gota, Colombia, at 4:15 a.m., 
Caracas time, and purporting 
to come from a rebel trans- 
mitter at Maracay, said that 
the navy had joined the air 
force revolt. It raised the 
question of whether the gov- 
ernment claim of capturing the 
Maracay air base might have 
been premature. 

(A dispatch from Barranquil- 
la, Columbia, said that 13 Vene- 
zuelan rebel air force officers 
had arrived there by plane.) 

Gen Fernandez, in his early 
morning broadcast, said that 
scattered pockets of rebels were 
being mopped up. 

The army chief said the 
rest of the country, the world’s 
No. 2 oil producer, was com- 
pletely calm. 

More than 40,000 Americans 
are stationed in Venezuela, 
managing and operating 
United States investments es- 
timated at three billion dollars.

about this opening message to 
Congress and about the 1958- 
59 spending program—already 
known to envision the largest 
expenditures 
peacetime history. 

Later he scheduled a meet- 
ing this afternoon with Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dul- 
les to discuss a reply to the 
peace conference proposal by 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul- 


ganin. The Russian leader had | 
advanced the idea in a letter | 


to the President. 

Mr. Eisenhower virtually 
completed his budget work 
earlier this week at his farm 
home, but the White House said 
decisions still remained to be 
made on a few military items.

At the end of a 12 or 15-year 
transitional period, the six na- 
tions plan to have a uniform 
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tariff on imports from other 
countries but no tariff or other 
customs barriers between 
themselves. These changes will 
not begin until one year from 
now when all existing “in- 
ternal” tariffs must be reduced 
10 per cent.

KHRUSHCHEV BIDS 
FOR DIRECT TALKS 


MOSCOW, Jan. 2 (AP)—Ni- 
kita Khrushchev has called 
again for United States-Russian 
talks to settle the world’s prob- 
lems. 

In a New Year’s toast to 
President Eisenhower, the 
Communist party boss renewed 
Soviet efforts to negotiate with 
top United States dfficials and 
without America’s allies at the 
table. 

Khrushchey told foreign dip- 


lomats at the big Kremlin New 
Year’s banquet: 


“If the Soviet Union and the 


United States can get together.) 


and can reach agreement, most 
of the world’s problems would 
be solved.” 


The United States has re- 
buffed earlier proposals for 
such talks, preferring to in- 
clude at least some of its 
allies in top-level conversations 
with Russia. Norway suggested 
at a recent NATO summit con- 
ference, however, that United 
States-Soviet talks might be the 
best way to break the current 
East-West deadlock. 


United States Ambassador 
Llewellyn Thompson and his 
wife went to Khrushchev’s 
table after the toast and drank 
with the party boss, Premier 
Bulganin and President Kle- 
menti Voroshilov. 


The three top Russian lead- 
ers had earlier dispatched New 
Year’s greetings to the world’s 
chiefs of state and govern- 
ment heads. The apparently 
similar messages called for 
peaceful coexistence and an 
end to what one note called 
“the fear which the people in 
all lands feel for the future.” 


As Khrushchev, proposed the 
toast to Mr. ‘Eisenhower's 
health, he said: “I hope.you 
other chiefs of missions will 
not misunderstand us. But we 
are realistic.” 

Khrushchev was said to have 
remarked after noting the pres- 
ence of top-ranking Soviet mili- 
tary leaders: “You will notice 
that there has been no toast 
to the army. If we had our way 
there would be no army and no 
need for one.” 

Later, however, he toasted 
the army, other Communist na- 
tions and “those nations which 
helped in the destruction of 
fascism.” 

A feature of the ~ banquet 
decorations ‘was a simulated 
sky across which traveled two 
tiny moons symbolizing the So- 
viet earth satellites.

Designs for Atom Subinatines

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2—The 
United States is planning to 
provide France; and eventually 
other NATO allies, with de- 
signs and fuel for atomic- 
powered submarines, if Con- 
gress permits. 

The dlan is one tangible ex- 
‘ample of scientific atomic 
co-operation among the allies 
to emerge from the recent 
meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty ‘Organization in Paris. 

In a little noticed offer made 
at the meeting, Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles said 
the United States would co- 
operate with interested NATO 
allies. “in the development, 
production and fueling of 
nuclear propulsion and power 
plants for submarines and 
other military purposes.” 

Dulles told the NATO lead- 
ers that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration was planning to 
ask Congress for the necessary 
legislative authority to permit 
co-operation in this “important 
new area.” 

Administration officials were 
somewhat disappointed at the 
lack of favorable response 
among the NATO allies to the 
United States offer to make

marines. 


France Interested. 


Only France expressed an 
immediate interest in obtain- 


ing the designs and fuel for | 


atomic submarine. Administra- 
tion officials expect, however, 
that eventually the offer will 
be taken up by other NATO 
allies, 


France was said to be par- 
ticularly interested in obtain- 
ing the highly enriched urani- 
um used as fuel in the United 
States type submarines. France 
is reported to be working on 
an atomic-submarine reactor 
using natural uranium as fuel, 
Because of the small concen- 
tration of fissionable material 
in natural uranium, the reactor 
would have to be considerably 
larger—a severe handicap in a 
submarine, 


Production of highly en- 
riched uranium is a difficult 
and expensive procedure, and 
the material is now only avail- 
abel in quantity in the United 
States Great Britain and. the 
Soviet Union, 


Under the atomic energy law | 


of 1954, the-United States is |

Confusion Over Law.

In event of -war, it is believed 
that the President could turn 
over the nuclear weapons to 
allies under his present author- 
ity as commander-in-chief.

ELL, it’s all over now, 

the pre-Christmas hustle 

and bustle, the gay holli- 
day parties, the toasting of the 
New Year. (And may it be a 
most happy one for you). It’s 
all over but the memories— 
and the leftovers that linger 
in the refrigerator. The pages 
of today’s food section are 
filled with ideas for using the 
last of that holiday turkey, 
chicken or ham, and chances 
are that your marketing list 
will consist largely of foods 
to complement them and round 
out the menus. So let's take a 
look at the current “best buys.” 

Incidentially, it’s good to get 
back into the swing again of 
running down a round-up on 
the week’s values in local food 
stores. It’s been a long, long 
time—vacation, a bout with the 
flu, then the problems that 
caused some markets to close 
temporarily and made it im- 
possible: to make any sort of 
intelligent survey; all of these 
factors have kept us away from 
the column too long and it’s 
a fine feeling to “pick up the 
beat” and get back onto sched- 
ule with the start of the new 
year. 

. + - 

HERE have been some rad- 

ical changes during the 

time which has lapsed since 
we last wrote this column. 

Damage has been severe. to 
the Florida crop from the pre- 
Christmas freeze followed by 
extremely heavy rains last 
week. Such tender vegetables 
as green beans, cucumbers, 
eggplant, peppers, squash, corn 
and radishes are very scarce 
and with all cities throughout 
the country competing for the 
limited supplies it follows that 
prices have skyrocketed. Cu- 
cumbers are being shipped into 
St. Louis all the way from 
Caba, but the prices are fan- 
tastic. 

We have found no one who 
will predict when supplies my 
return to normal, and until the 
situation does straighten itself 
out don’t expect any bargains 
in these particular vegetables. 
The smart shopper will make 
careful comparisons between 
the prices of canned, frozen 
and fresh vegetables to deter- 
mine where she will get the 
most for her money. 

The picture isn’t entirely 
dismal, however. Kruits and 
vegetables which’ come from 
California haven’t been affect- 
ed, Texas is sending us a num- 
ber of items, and there still 
are some good values to be 
found in the produce depart- 
ments. 

Potatoes are an excellent 
buy; whites, reds and russets 
are coming in from many 
sources. Small yellow onions 
are in the budget class, al- 
though white ones and the big 
Spanish type are on the high 
side. 

Cauliflower is one of the 
better values, and check car- 
rots on the list of candidates 
for your table.

If you have a freezer, of 
course the turkey is no problem 
at all. Remove the meat from 
the bones, package, pour the 
gravy into a separate jar or 
carton and freeze. When prop- 
erly wrapped in moisture and 
vapor-proof material, the hol- 
iday bird may be safely stored 
for several months without loss . 
of flavor. And that’s time 
enough to use even a king- 
sized 24-pounder if you work it 
in now and then as a highlight 
when the family is “turkey 
hungry” again. 

For best results in compara- 
tively long storage, it is wise 
to leave the meat in large 
pieces. For shorter periods 
remove any fat, slice the meat, 
arrange in layers separated by 
double thickness of cellophane,

Cut the meat into one to one 
and one-half inch pieces for 
salads, stews, meat pies and 
creamed dishes.

and Southeast Asia, democracy is undergoing its greatest 


trial. 


It would be premature to say that it has failed and 


dangerous to say that if dethocracy does fail, Communism will 


necessarily take its place. 


But the record so far is dis- 
couraging and the results leave 
room for doubt as to whether 
the fragile democratic plant 
can ever flourish in Asian soil 
and climate. 

To begin with, the new na- 
tions could hardly have 
launched into democratic wa- 
ters under less auspicious cir- 
cumstances, Virtually all were 
plagued by armed revolt, civil 
unrest, war-ravaged economies, 
poverty and illiteracy. 

Tools Were Lacking. 

Most, if not all, lacked the 
tools to make democracy work 
—skilled government adminis- 
trators, a managerial class, an 
educated electorate. 

They had to buck diehard 
oriental feudalism, religious 
taboos, superstition and ignor- 
ance. And most important, 
they have had to compete with 
Communism, with its promises 
of a short cut to a higher 
standard of living. 

If 1957 was a bad year for 
the young cCemocracies, 1958 
promises to be worse. Political 
and economic storm signals 
were up from Delhi to Jakarta, 
from Rangoon: to Kuala Lam- 
pur.. 


Indonesia Is in Mess. 

But in all of Asia no coun- 
try was in such a mess as the 
3000-mile long archipelago that 
is the Republic of Indonesia. 

More a notion than a nation, 
faced with the ever-present 
threat of civil war, Indonesia 
enters the New Year politically 
and financially bankrupt 

.The reckless seizure of Dutch 
business interests, especially 
shipping, hurt Indonesia more 
than it did Holland. It brought 
the nation’s economy to a 
standstill. Famine and food 
riots have already swept some 
areas. 

It widened the breach be- 
tween the central government 
in Jakarta and the young col- 
onels who run the rich cuter 
islands that account for the 
bulk of Indonesia’s foreign 
trade. 

Seized Against Own Will. 

Most ominous was that the 
Government’s seizures were 
made against its’ will. Prime 
Minister Djuanda and the army 
were forced to act after Com- 
muhist unions took over Dutch 
firms and evicted Dutch offi- 
cials. 

Today the Communists can 
claim to be the biggest politi- 
cal party in Indongsia, but 
their strength is lapely con- 
fined to Java. Afid despite 
Communist election successes, 
many Indonesians insist the 
Reds will never take over the 
country. 

Some Indonesians say that 
what the country needs is a 
sort of “benevolent dictator- 
ship,” but nobody can agree on 
who should be dictator. 

As matters now stand it is 
a tossup whether Indonesia’s 
domestic troubles will be solved 
by peaceful means or a bloody 
civil war. 

Malaya’s Problem. 

In the neighboring Federa- 
tion of Malaya, which received 
its independen rom the Brit- 
ish four months ago, the dew 
is,.already off the rose Qf 
freedom. 

Malaya’s perennial problem: 
a population almost evenly 
divided between hard-working, 
energetic Chinese and indolent, 
easygoing Malays. 

Since the Malays were there 
first they inherited control of 
the government. But the Chi- 
nese are increasingly restive 
under Malay discrimination. 
And the Communists, striving 
to make the transition from 
jungle terrorists to political 
respectability, are busy ex- 
ploiting Chinese grievances. 


In United States-backed 
South Viet Nam, internal se- 
curity has again become a 


problem. President Ngo Dinh | 


Diem, hailed only two years 
ago as the savior of at least 
half his country from Commu- 
nism, insists on more controls 
instead of fewer. Democracy is 
a facade. ‘ 

And despite more than $500,- 
000,000 of United States aid, 
South Viet Nam’s economy lies 
stagnant. 

Burma exists in what a Brit- 
ish observer described as ‘“ 
chronic state of gentle chaos,” 
walking a tightrope between 
friendship with the West and 
the necessity of getting along 
with its powerful neighbor, 
Red China. 

A Burmese Government offi- 
cial wryly described his coun- 
try’s economic progress in 
these words: 

“Before independence there 
wasn’t one Burmese public 
accountant in the whole coun- 
try. Today there are three. 
Also, we have learned not to 
build factories before we have 
somebody to run them.” 

Pakistan, chronically unsta- 
ble both politically and eco- 
nomically, adopted British par- 
liamentary democracy after the 
manner of other former British 
colonies. But Pakistan, a sick 
country, hasn’t had an election 
since it got independence 10 
years ago. 

In Ceylon, another former 
British colony, there is a strong 
anti-democratic element that 
wants to do away with parlia- 
mentary institutions. 

Practically all observers 
agree that if democracy can 
succeed in any of the former 
colonies it is India, For this 
the Indians may thank the 
British, who left India with a 
going government concern. 

But democracy is still very 
much on trial in India. Next to 
China, India with 380,000,000 
people is the world’s most pop- 
ulous nation. But its popula- 
tion is India’s greatest liability; 
India is a giant weakling. 

Nehru Losing Popularity. 

It is said with considerable 
truth that one man holds it 
together—Prime Minister Neh- 
ru. But Néhru’s popularity 
with India’s contentious, pover- 
ty-stricken masses is steadily 
declining. He is often booed at 
public gatherings. 

Strive as he does, Nehru is 
still only one man among mil- 
lions. The ruling Congress 
party, its revolutionary fervor 
long since lost, has become fat, 
complacent and often corrupt. 

The dead weight of inertia 
born of centuries of poverty 
has begun to reassert itself. 
India’s second five-year plan 
was a failure before it started. 
Its own miscalculations, with 
an able assist from nature in 
the form of the worst drouth 
since 1951, have brought the 
country to the brink of eco- 
nomic disaster. 


Competing With China, 

Even the most dedicated 
friends of democracy in Asia 
are beginning to wonder 
whether India can compete 
with the ruthless forces of 
Chinese Communism in raising 
the standards of its people. 

If democracy fails, Commu- 
nism is the most likely winner. 
But Communism itself is on 
trial in Asia, and the Chinese 
Communists have troubles of 
their own, So do the Commu- 
nist regimes in North Korea 
and North Viet Nam. 

If both systems should stum- 
ble and fall, what other course 
remains? 

One answer is the authori- 
tarian anti-Communist regimes 
of Thailand, South Viet Nam 
or Formosa.

KHRUSHCHEV, MOSCOW LIFE

India’s Kashmir Case 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


_Jn your editorial of Dec. 8, en- 
tithed “Another Try in Kashmir,” 
you say: “It was Nehru’s Govern- 
ment which prevented the Moslem 
majority in Kashmir from joining 
Pakistan.” The recorded fact is 
that the Government of India put 
no pressure upon the ruler of the 
people of Kashmir at all, and left 
it to them to decide whether to 
accede to India or to Pakistan. 


Pakistan, however, was not 
equally patient, and sent in tribal 
invaders who committed atrocities 
on the people of Kashmir (to 
whith several American witnesses 
have testified). Pakistan later 
sent in its regular troops. 


It was because of this invasion 
that the ruler, with the backing 
of his people, acceded to India in 
the manner laid down by the Brit- 
ish Parliament. The Indian army 
went in not’'to divide Kashmir, but 
to halt the advance of the invaders, 
in exercise of the Government of 
India’s right and duty of protect- 
ing- Indian territory. 


You say: “New Delhi is in viola 
tion of U.N. injunctions—even the 
call for a plebiscite which it ac- 
cepted.” The facts are that India 
pledged to the people of Kashmir 
that their wishes would be con- 
sulted, once law and order was re- 
stored and the invaders had been 
removed. Thereafter, because of 
Pakistan’s refusal to end the in- 
vasion, India appealed to the Se- 
curity Council. The only engage- 
ments. accepted by both India and 
Pakistan are a resolution of the 
Council of Jan. 17, 1948, and two 
resolutions of the United Nations 
Commission for India and Pakis- 
tan of Aug. 13, 1948, and Jan. 5, 


These two resolutions called 
upon: the two governments, in the 
first. place, to create conditions 
candicive to a peaceful settlement. 
This injunction has been violated 
by..Pakistan, whose .Government 
and politicians have been preach- 
ing hatred and jehad (religious 
war) against India. 


These resolutions also provided 
the cease-fire now in effect. They 
further provided that, in the words 
of the Commission, “As the pres- 
ence of troops of Pakistan in the 
territory of the State of Jammu 
and Kashmir constitutes a material 
change in the situation ... the 
Government of Pakistan agrees to 
withdraw its troops from _ that 
state.” 


It was only after these troops 
had been withdrawn and peaceful 
conditions established that consul- 
tations were to be entered into on 
the method of ascertaining the 
wishes of the people. A plebiscite 
was only one of the possible meth- 
ods. However, we have never 
reached that point because, be- 
sides keeping. up its propaganda 
offensive, Pakistan has, far from 
withdrawing its troops from Kash- 
mir territory, maintained and even 
consolidated its aggression. It still 
holds more than one third of the 
territory of Jammu and Kashmir, 
and has augmented its forces. 


You are rightly anxious to up- 
hold the rule of law. Respect for 
law: clearly demands that the ag- 
gression committed upon India 
must be vacated. This is the only 
basis for a peaceful and just solu-

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A Tax to Reform 


What can be done to minimize if not elim- 
inate the flaws and inequities in the St. Louis 
merchants and manufacturers license tax? This 
is a question that members of the Board of 
Aldermen ought to be asking themselves. 

This troublesome levy is actually two taxes 
in one. It includes a $1.50 levy on each $1000 
in gross sales, and a property tax of $2.25 on 
each $100 of assessed valuation of inventories. 
Most of the flaws show up in the inventory ‘tax 
side. Thanks to the September term Circuit 
Court Grand Jury, which made an exhaustive 
study of the tax, the Aldermen ought not to 

"have any difficulty in spotting them and taking 
corrective action. 

For the long run, basic reform of city taxes 
on business is needed. The inventory tax prob- 
ably should be dropped altogether. It now 
produces $2,000,000 a year: for municipal pur- 
poses, only one thirtieth of the city budget— 
revenue which undoubtedly could be raised 
more equitably by other levies. For the short 
run, however, the worst flaws in the present 
ordinance should be removed. They include: 


1. The Imprecise Definition of Value. The 
tax ordinance fails to provide a precise formula 
for determining the value of inventories subject 
to tax. A formula based on cost of acquisition 
less depreciation ought to appeal to the Alder- 
men. 


2. The Arbitrary Assessment Ratio. License 
Collector Hayden has been advising merchants 
to report 70 per cent of the value of their in- 
ventories for tax purposes. This is high and it 
is arbitrary. The Aldermen formally ought to 
call upon Mr. Hayden to adhere to the standard 
set for real property by the State Tax Com- 
mission. That ratio is 30 per cent and it applies 
state-wide. If adopted it would bring St. Louis 
business more closely into line with competitors 
in Kansas City. 


3. The Indeterminable Inventory Level. As 
written, the ordinance requires merchants to re- 
port the “highest” level of goods on hand be- 
tween the first Monday of January and the first 
Monday of April. But in practice businesses do 
not keep daily or even monthly inventory fig- 
ures. So neither the taxpayer nor Mr. Hayden 
can ascertain this “highest” level. The Grand 
Jury noted that “opening inventory and closing 
inventory are the accepted accounting norms 
used on most tax returns.” This suggests an 
easily determined and verified standard @at the 
Aldermen should substitute for the nebulous 
“highest” leveR. 


4. The Goods-in-Process Loophole. If goods- 
in-process of manufacture need not be reported 
as part of inventory, as an advisory opinion of 
the City Counselor’s office holds, then the 
tendency will be for merchants to classify more 
and more of their inventories as “in process.” 
If the Aldermen can, they ought to close this 
loophole by making “in process” goods ¢learly 
subject to the tax. 


5. The Burden of the Few. On top of every- 
thing else, the merchants and manufacturers 
tax is not shared by the whole business com- 
munity. The city has authority to license only 
those businesses that are specifically spelled 
out in its 1914 Charter. Many businesses of 
the service type escape this tax. The remedy is 
for the Aldermen to submit a Charter amend- 
ment that would make the levy apply to all 
merchants and manufacturers. 


Given such loopholes, imprecise rules and 
basic inequities, it is no wonder that there has 
been widespread evasion of this tax. The 
loose and peculiar administration of the levy 
also has hurt. The requirement that the tax 
form be delivered “in person” to the taxpayer 
is an occasion of temptation and the Aldermen 
should eliminate it. 

So long as the merchants’ inventory tax is on 
the books, the Aldermen ought to make sure

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More Reason to Publish It 

President .Eisenltiower.-apparently hopes that 
his State of the Union message next week will 
silence demands for publication of the Gaither 
Report. But his press secretary, James C. Hag- 
erty, in trying to pave the way for such an 
eventuality, only multiplied the reasons why 
the report, except fr classified material, should 
be published, | . 

Mr. Hagerty achieved this result by trying 
to give the impression that unofficial accounts 
“of the Gaither Report seriously misrepresent its 


findings. According to these accounts, the re- © 


port portrayed the United States as standing in 
“the gravest danger in its history,” as “moving 
to the status of a second-class power,” as “ex- 
posed to an almost immediate threat” and 
facing “a long-term prospect of cataclysmic 
peril,” 

Admittedly this prose is a trifle on the purple 
side, but it is not believable that the Gaither 
Report actually came to “just the opposite” 
conclusion, as Mr. Hagerty implied. 

Mr. Hagerty is playing with words. When 
he says the report did not conclude that the 
nation stands in peril “at this time” he is giving 
the unofficial accounts a shading and a color 
they did not have. And now a new report by 
a Rockefeller study group emphasizes that the 
threat to national security is not remote, but 
immediate. 

Does the Gaither Report conclude that the 
nation stands in any peril at all? That is the 
question. We would be very much astonished 
if it turned out that the report came to “just 
the opposite” conclusion. 

“Intellectual dishonesty” was Senator Joseph 
Clark’s blunt description for the Hagerty per- 
formance. Whatever the description, the per- 
formance leaves it clearer than ever that the 
best way of settling the controversy about what 
the Gaither Report says is to publish as much 
of it as possible. Certainly the conclusions 
could not be military secrets. Why not publish 
them at least, and let the people make up their 
minds as between the Gaither Report and the 
President’s State of the Union message? 
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No End to Sputnik 

Sputnik, Sputnik—who’s got Sputnik? Is the 
first earth satellite still in space or has it en- 
tered the atmosphere and ‘burned itself out? 
Some experts think its life is about to end, 
Others say it has already gone out of existence. 
In recent days it has been lost to observers and 
moonwatchers have not been able to trace its 
orbit. - But zooming on or not, Sputnik has 
traveled at least 35,000,000 miles and in dofag 
so it has changed the course of history. All 
that has developed in this country since Oct. 4 
with respect to revised attitudes toward science 
and education and national defense is proof 
enough of that. Sputnik was the biggest news 
story of 1957. Its consequences could be the 
biggest in 1958. No wonder it got into the 
dictionary faster than any other word since 
Dr. Johnson put his first lexicon together! 
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How a Sound Idea Has Spread 

Some 30,00U Missourians living in four com- 
munities began to enjoy the economy and effi- 
ciency of the city manager form of municipal 
government last year. This brings the number 
of city manager communities in Missouri to 23 
and the total population under the manager 
plan to about 800,000—or a third of Missouri’s 
urban residents.

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Gettysburg to Moscow 

The exchange of New Year greetings between 
President Eisenhower and the Soviet leaders 
has no special significance, but is a warming 
experience nonetheless. For this is the way 
civilized people act, and when nations adopt 
decent behavior in one respect there is hope 
that they will. do so in others. A great deal 
could be done to lessen world tensions simply 
by an unspoken agreement to lay aside the 
raucous screeching of hostile propaganda and 
the uttering of threats and boasts. Polite 
social behavior is not, of course, enough; it can 
on occasion clothe the wickedest of intentions. 
But if nations got into the habit of decent 
speech they might learn the habits of decent 
conduct, 
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Nation in the Making 
The new year introduces the beginning of a 
new nation: The West Indies. On Jan. 3, the 
British territories of'the Caribbean will become 
federated under that name. Thus, for the 
United States, old neighbors will become a new 
neighbor. 


Interim provisions of a new federal Constitu- 
tion will go into effect this month for Jamaica 
in the west and, far to the east, the Leeward 
and Windward Island groups, and below them 
Barbados, Tobago and Trinidad. Under the 
Constitution, the islands will elect a House of 
Representatives of 45 members. The British 
Governor General will appoint a 19-member 
Senate. Britain will continue to conduct foreign 
relations and defense of the federation, but 
growing local self-government will lead, in 
time, to a new Commonwealth. 

First, of course, the West Indian peoples will 
have to demonstrate a unity of purpose essen- 
tial to self-government. And undoubtedly they 
will seek to prove for themselves that federation 
means economic progress for islands which have 
competed against each other in marketing sugar, 
rum and fruits. A-customs union is to be an 
early project. 

Meanwhile, the West Indies seeks a capital, 
and that is where the United States enters the 
picture. The temporary capital is Port of Spain, 
Trinidad. But West Indian leaders hope to 
build a future capital on Trinidad at Chaguara- 
mas, which is a big United States naval base. 
This country acquired a 99-year lease in the 1941 
“bases for destroyers” deal with Britain, and 
has spent some $150,000,000 on Chaguaramas. 

A commission representing the West Indies, 
Britain and America is to study and report’ on 
the dispute over Chaguaramas. So far the 
United States has insisted on the strategic ne- 
cessity for the base. The West Indians have 
likewise insisted that this is their land. They 
have offered a compromise which would let 
them build on an unused portion of the base, 
with a review of the strategic value of the re- 
mainder of the area five or 10 years hence. 

Chaguaramas poses a nettlesome decision for 
the United States.

“The President, as a result of the 
Gaither Report, has begun to change 
his thinking. But he indicated at that 
National Security Council meeting 
(where he first received the report) 
and in subsequent conversations a 
nagging fear that the American people 
would balk at paying the bill, even 
though he said he personally would 
like to do the things called for in the 
report.” 

This, to us, indicates a dismaying 


lack of faith in the American people, 
a lack of faith made all the worse for 
the fact that the nature of the chal- 
lenge has had to be made known to 
the people by an enterprising news- 
paper, rather than directly by the 
people’s chosen leader.

The significant thing about the re- 
port is that a group of hard-headed 
and experienced men had access to 
the best information available about 
the Russians’ progress. They were 
frightened by what. they learned. 
They have translated their grave con- 
cern into a set of recommendations. 

It is neither necessary nor desirable 
to conclude at this time that the 
Gaither Committee has provided a 
guide to the future. Rather, it has pre- 
sented a challenge to the Sountry. 
When its substance and recommenda- 
tions have been thoroughly discussed, 
Congress will have to say the final 
words as to what the country’s re- 
sponse will be. Before thére can be 
any decision, however, the facts must 
be much better known. 

The first step, in our opinion, 
should be the publication of the 
Gaither Report, with a minimum of 
excisions for security reasons. The 
Administration should go as far as it 
conscientiously can in getting this 
picture before the public.

It has, in many respects, been a 
fool’s paradise, and it is past time to 
come out of it. The truth is one of 
the tonics we need, and if the Gaither 
Report tells us some harsh truths it 
is all the more important to proclaim 
them. The American people are going 
to be called upon to make some sac- 
rifices. to preserve their freedoms, 
but they:must know why this is neces- 
sary. It-is time for strong medicine, 
not soothing pap.

Has Hand 
In 4 TDs; 
Passed Up 

By Pros 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 2 
(AP) — Quarterback Raymond 
Brown gave one of the great- 
est one-man performances in 
Sugar Bow! history to end Mis- 
Sissippi's frustration in the 
New Year's day football ex- 
travaganza. 

The Rebels’ 39-7 victory over 
Texas yesterday was a tribute 
to Brown's driving power, his 
masterful passing and his de- 
ceptive faking. He scored two 
touchdowns, one on a record- 
smashing 92-yard run, passed 
for one and set up another with 
a pass interception. 

The 190-pound senior won 
the Warren V. Miller trophy 
as the outstanding player as 
Mississippi avenged frustrating 
Sugar Bowl losses to Georgia 
Tech (24-7) in 1953 and Navy 
(21-0) in 1955. 

“Brown played his best game 
today,” Rebel coach Johnny 
Vaught said,” but every guy 
we had in there was ready.” 

Coach Darrell Royal of 
Texas joined the 82,000 fans 
and the National (NBC) tele- 
vision audience in praise of 
Brown. 

“He played better against us 
than any other quarterback this 
season,” said Royal, whose 
team beat Rice and its All- 
America quarterback King Hill 


by a 19-14 margin. 

Brown gained 157 yards run- 
ning, completed three passes 
for 24 yards, intercepted three 
Texas passes and managed a 
34.7 yard punting average al- 
though aiming for the sidelines. 
He had one kick go out on the 
seven. 

The rugged quarterback, who 
hasn’t had a professional offer, 
wasted no time in showing 
Texas how Mississippi earned 
the No. 7 spot in the final AP 
rankings and posted the na-

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A Grim Year-End Report by CBS Men 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2. 

CBS NINTH ANNUAL 
year-ena report, a round-table 
discussion by its correspond- 
ents around the world presided 
over by Edward R. Murrow, 
was one of the best and far and 
away ‘the grimmest I ever 
listened to. 

These year-end reports— 
CBS calls its program ‘Years 
of Crisis” which the last nine 
certainly have been—are an in- 
creasingly important annual in- 
stitution. Also, this particular 
one (on KWK-TYV last Sunday) 
is television at its best and 
simplest. The nine newsmen 
just sit around a table and 
talk. There are no film clips, 
no scenery, no anything but 
brains and information. Some 
quibblers might say this is ra- 
dio rather than television, but 
I disagree. There’s great dra- 
matic urgency about an intelli- 
gent face speaking literate 
prose about the most fmportant 
events of our time. 

While the CBS crew have 
never minced words or at- 
tempted to sugarcoat their 
opinions, the reports usually 
have concluded fairly opti- 
mistically. This year the 
correspondents were almost 
unrelievedly pessimistic,

* EVEN THE WORST war has to have its comic relief, 
and the movies have done well in the past two years with 
the humorous and ridiculous side of the coin in “Mister 
Roberts,” “The Teahouse of the August Moon,” and “Joe 
My Butterfly.” Now we have two more prime 
Vy, examples of the antic side of World War II. 
“DON’T GO NEAR THE WATER,” at 
LOEW’S STATE THEATER, is fun all the 
way through. This is the hilarious account 
of the heroes of the Public Relations Of- 
fice of the Navy on the island of Tulura 
(not in the gazetteer). They wield mighty 
typewriters and inspired ideas chanting the glories of the 
Navy, but all usually implicitly. obey the injunction of the 
title. . 
Heading them is Fred Clark, a salty old salt straight 
from the brokerage offices of Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, Fen- 


ner and Beane, who marshals his underlings in pompous 


array, laces his pep talks with nautical expressions like 


“stow that bilge” and “torpedo that idea,” and practices 
with zest on the use of a sextant—upside down. 

Glenn Ford, as one of his minions who would prefer 
to be shot at any day to enduring his chief's brainstorms, 
is the man who ties together the many vignettes which 
make up this zany concoction. He helps a yearning yeoman 
(Earl Holliman) get rid of a wolfish lieutenant (Jeff Rich- 
ards) and be able to court a pretty nurse (Ann Francis) 
against all the rules. He falls in love with a cultivated 
island beauty (Gia Scala) and helps her raise a thousand 
dollars to rebuild her bomb-destroyed school for al island 
children by a brazen and funny frame-up of an arrogant 
war correspondent both 


(Keenan Wynn). (Incidentally, 


Wynn and Clark played highly similar roles in “Joe 
Butterfly.”’) 
He has to shepherd another war correspondent, this 


time a glamorous one, none other than Eva Gabor, on 
board a cruiser in action after she reaches her friend, the 
secretary of the navy, to get permission for this precedent- 
shattering event over the head of an apoplectic admiral. 
The cruiser returns from the landing bombardment trium- 
phantly flying the lady’s black lace panties as its gonfalon 
of victory. 

Probably the most amusing incident in this highly 
entertaining version of William Brinkley’s novel, is the 
assignment to try to make a simple, clean-cut lad out of 
Seaman Farragut Jones, who has been chosen, because of 
his name, as the Ideal Young Navy Man and is going to 
be sent to tour the States.

Joe Wilhelm Planning 1 to ) Retire After 63 Years in Shop His Father Built in-1875 By

JOE WILHELM is fixing to 
put down his hammer now. 
The anvil he has pounded for 
63 years won't ring anymore. 
The years pass swiftly, a pa- 
rade of shadows. Progress 
marches past him inexorably 
as little black, unreasoning 
ants. 

“Guess I might as well re- 
tire,” he said, shifting his cud. 
“No sense just dropping over 
this anvil. That’s what they 
keep telling me.” 

Whang! He lifted the three 
and a half pound hammer. 
Whang! He whopped the red- 
hot plowshare. His hand is cal- 
loused and horny and feels like 
boot leather. 

He is the oldest practicing 
blacksmith in these parts and 
when he shuts up shop the old- 
timers will reflect a bit, and 
look back over their shoulder, 
and — maybe — wonder where 
everything went so fast. 

“My father put up this shop 
in 1875,” Wilhelm said. “Cedar 
posts. Canadian white pine 
planks. It’s never had a coat 


of paint and never had a board 


replaced.” 
Joe Wilhelm ages well also, 
and stands the weathering. 


He is a small, strong, taci- 
turn, aware man who walked 
up to his father’s anyil at age 
11 and never left it. His shop 
is next door to his modest home 
in the Spanish Lake section, 
at 12227 Bellefontaine road, 
and the shop, and his eyes, are 
full of memories. 

Blacksmith shops were insti- 
tutions. Everybody gathered 
there, the farmers, the loafers, 
the dandies, the hopeful lads 
wishful of tips for fogging out 
after the buckets of suds. The 
saloon was right down the 
street. 

“There were only. three 
houses here when I was a boy,” 
Wilhelm said. “Look down the 
road.” 

The subdivisions were com- 
ing fast. The pretty new stand- 
ardized, all-convenience; appli- 
ahce-ridden homes marched 
all in a row out through where 
the plowhorses had stomped in 
front of members of an indi- 
vidualistic breed. 

“Youngsters coming along 
don’t seem to take the time to 
fix things right anymore,” Joe 
Wilhelm said, turning the 
plowshare over an open forge. 
A TV repair truck went by. 
“They don’t seem to _ take 
pains.” 

What does Wilhelm fix? 

“Anything,” he said. “If it’s 
iron or steel.” 

An old, old buggy shaft leans 
against one wall. A lawn rake. 
Broken things. A dozen ham- 
mers lay on the dirt floor. A 
man came in from St. Charles 
with some plowshares. People 
bring Wilhelm jobs from miles 
around. 

But the old-fashioned black- 
smith’s day is past. That what 
Wilhelm said. 

“Do you do-horseshoeing?” 
I asked. 

“Nope. Not any more.” He 
delivered what I thought was 
a classic line. He said. ““To my 
way of thinking a man 
shouldn’t go around getting 
under horses after he passes 
65 or 70.” 

“Guess the old-fashioned 
horseshoer is a thing of the 
past?” 

“Nope.” 

“Nope?” 

“Nope. Henry Havlick lives 
right down the street. He still 
does it. Gonna get himself 
stomped one of these days if 
he doesn’t quit it. He‘s not as 
young as he used to be.”

Fix It Yourself 


LINSEED OIL is good for a 
lot of things and one of them 
is as a finish for furniture and 
other wood articles. A well ap- 
plied linseed oil finish is very 
good especially on such items 
as tables that may have to take 
hard use. The finish is durable 
and if badly damaged, is easily 
patched. 


The application of the finish 
begins with getting the .wood 
sanded smooth. Mix two parts 
boiled (not raw) linseed oil 
with one part turpentine and 
then warm it by placing in a 
double boiler filled with hot 
water. Don’t place the mixture 
near a flame because it’s flam- 
mable. When the solution is 
warm, apply it to the wood 
with a brush or soft cloth. 


Put on a good generous ap- 
plication and allow it to sit 
there until the wood has ab- 
sorbed all the liquid that it 
can. This takes several hours.

The one thing you have to be 
careful about with this finish 
are those linseed oil soaked 
rags. They can cause fire 
through spontaneous combus- 
tion. Burn them up the min- 
ute you are finished using 
them. If this isn’t possible, 
store them in a metal contain- 
er with a tight fitting top until 
you can dispose of them.

SO MUCH HAS BEEN SAID 
about the Gaither report that 
there are beginning to be ru- 
mors, some of them really 


dangerous because they create 
anxiety without giving any

If we are lax and have 
fallen behind in our security 
in certain ways, we should be 
told clearly where we need to 
change, but rumors are no 
basis whatsoever for satisfac- 
tory reform. 


I think the whole defense 
setup could bear some revolu- 
tionary thinking. I am not at 
all sure that it is a good idea 
to call up seven or eight men 
in the draft and then induct 
only one. 

The one accepted gives up 
two or three years of his life 
to duty in the Navy, Army, or 
Air Force. Granted, the mili- 
tary career prepares him for 
other careers, but he will have 
to begin at the bottom when 
he gets out and the seven or 
eight others get off scot-free 
without lifting a finger for 
their country.

OUR DOCTORS should be 
thinking seriously how to bring

This would mean that, for 
some years after training, 
these young people would be 
required to return for two 
weeks once a year to be 
brought up to date and kept 
available for use in small 
conventional wars if the So- 
viets stirred them up without 
the use of atomic weapons. 


Such methods would strength- 
en the young people both in 
peace and war and would make 
it much less likely that an 
atomic war would ever be at- 
tempted.
